a vagary of the medical mind that 
would persuade nobody. But it must 
be understood that these-coats are to 
be taken off only in public convgy- 
ances, heated to a point that makes 
them uncomfortable, even to .persons 
not protected from the cold -by heavy 
overgarments. 
"I advise^ all my .pa- 


tients," said one well-known 
physi- 


cian, "to take off their overcoats as 
soon as they get on an elevated train. 
It may be an inconvenience and some- 
times a difficulty, and your neighbors 
are likely to look upon you as e<4Cen- 
tric, if nothing worse. But the man 
who does it .can afford to put up with 
the trouble and the misunderstanding, 
for he is ten times less likely-to takP 
cold than the persons who are envel- 
oped against the winter weather and 
are at the same time seated in a tem- 
perature as warm as that of their, own 
rooms. 
The elevated, roads and us- 


ually the cable cars are terribly over- 
heated and the man who sits clown in 
them without his.overcoat .is guarding 
himself not only against cold, at'the i 
time, but also against the many bac 
results that are likely to follow it. The 
draughts that blow through the cars 
are no more likely to, injure'him than 
the man who is perspiring un»er his 
weight of-.coats. 
So take off your 


overcoat, if you are going to ride for 
ten minutes -only, even if it is a nui- 
sance, and the rest of. the passengers 
think that you are a crank."

Dollars Necessary in Order To Try 
the Experiment, and Some of the 
City Lights Would ; Have To 3e 
Cut off.

Janesville people cannot, at present 


try the experiment' of thawing out 
water pipes by deans of electricity, for 
the reason .that the Janesville. Electric 
Company does not use the alternating 
current. 


'•'My dynamos send out the direct cur- 


rent'.' said Capt.' Pliny Isorcross today, 
"while the alternating' current is neces- 
sary in order to thaw pipes. I have a 
letter from Professor Jackson explaining 
the system. 
At Madison maay of the 


houses are wired for incandescent lights, 
and the alternating current is in use. 
Hence, at Madison, conditions are per- 
fect. In order to try the experiment 
here, I would have4o buy a transformer 
and ah. alternating dynamo. 
Then, as 


. few bouses are, 'wired, I would have to 


send out the current over the arc light 
circuits. To do this it would be neces- 
sary to drop one circuit of street lights 
as longjns the alternating dynamo was in 
use. And.when we bad thawed all the 
pipes that sould be reached on this cir- 
cuit, we would have to move the alter- 
nating dynamo so as to connect with 
another'light circuit. This would be- 'a 
great task. 
The expense would be 


heavy—about $800—-to get .necessary 
machinery. 
If .the freezeups; become 


epidemic, and the city willgrant'permis- 
sion to drop the lights, we might try it, 
regardless of; expense. 
Otherwise, I 


hardly think conditions would 'warrant 
the expense that I .should be, compelled, 
personally, to incur." 


Many Make Inquiries. 


Madison dispatches say that Professor 


E. W. Wood and Prof. D. C. Jackson, 
who discovered the method of thawing 
water pipes are receiving a flood of ap- 
plications for permission to use their 
method; Among the. applications is one 
from Mayor Harrison - of Chicago for 
permission to use the process in that 
city. The plan is already in use in 
several cities of the state,and in Minne- 
apolis. .. 


Messrs: Wood and Jackson vsay they 


will not patent the process unless it be 
comes'necessary to prevent others from 
monopolizing the plan. .It is to be left 
freely to the use of the public. 


Additional tests made within the past 


two days demonstrate the effectiveness 
of the plan, and the plumbers are mak- 
ing arrangements with the electric light 
company for. the use' of a current to 
thaw pipes. :An apparatus is necessary 
in .cases of ordinary feed .pipes to reduce 
the current to fifty volts. 
Professor 


"Wood said today: ' 


.Details of Plan. 


"In view of the wide extent of 
the 


water famine due to frozen pipes, and 
the number .of communications that we 
have received for more explicit informa- 
tion about the electrical method of re- 
moving ice from the pipes, the following 
details are of .interest: The second 
house to which the process was applied 
was that of- Senator William F. Vilas. 
where there was a stretch of 300 feet of 
badly frozen pipe between the house 
and the main. One of the wires was 
connected to the' pipe where it enters- 
the cellar, and the other carried to a 
faucet on the outside of a -neighboring 
house across the street. From this 
faucet 
the current 
traversed 
the 


service pipe to the street, flowed along 
the main, and then followed the 300 feet 
of frozen pipe to the cellar connection. 
In twenty minutes from the time that 
the current was. turned on there was a 
full head of water flowing from the fau- 
cet in the cellar. The street .main was 
not frozen in this case of course. 
The Heat I7se<l. 


"The frozen' pipe was only heated to 


about 60 dergees Fahrenheit, but this 
was quite sufficient to rapidly clear • out 
'the ice. The apparatus used must' be 
carefully adapted to the work required 
of it, and must be properly 
operated, 


but the process is perfectly simple and 
may be carried on by any intelligent 
workman, after he has been properly in- 
structed. 
. . 


"The method is now being used in 


Madison by arrangement with Professor 
Jackson and myself, the process being 
in full operation today thawing out the 
service connections of two houses at a 
time without disturbing the pipes.ground 
or street paving. 


"In conclusion I must say that the 


papers should have given equal credit to 
Professor Jackson, who planned the ap- 
paratus which we used,and who worked 
with me in the experimental demonstra- 
tion, which proved such a success."
